Mini 
mum  membership  for  all  units 
will  be  40  and  maximum  will  be 
60  members. 

PROPOSAL  FOR  the  rushing 
procedure  was  presented  to  the 
administration  last  spring  after 
a committee  headed  by  Snow  held 
hearings  with  faculty  members 
and  students. 

Applicants  for  membership  in 
the  units  will  appeal  at  the  stu- 
dent coordinataor’s  office  on  the 
second  Monday  following  open 
house  to  complete  unit  prefer- 
ence and  application  forms. 

Three  units,  in  order  of  prefer- 
ence, will  be  listed  on  the  forms. 
“This,”  Snow  asserted,  “will  en- 
able all  persons  to  enter  a social 
unit  who  so  desire.  However,  this 
does  not  necessarily  assure  the 
i pplicant  that  he  will  enter  the 
unit  of  his  first  choice. 

THOSE  PERSONS  not  accept- 
ed into  any  unit  will  automatical- 
ly have  the  first  priority  the 
next  time  their  preferred  units 
rush,  provided  that  the  applicant 
still  wishes  to  enter  the  unit. 

The  IOC  president  indicated 
tighter  restrictions  will  be  placed 
on  all  social  units.  “Last  year 
there  was  no  limitation  to  the 
maximum  or  minimum  amount 
of  members  for  each  unit,  and 
the  organizations  rushed  when 
they  pleased.” 

First-quarter  freshmen  are  in- 
eligible for  entrance  in  any  of 
the  social  units.

K Dr.  White  was  so  satisfied  with  the  progress  of  the  President 
that  he  left  immediately  by  plane  for  Boston,  where  he  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  country’s  top  heart  specialists. 

E He  told  a news  conference  immediately  after  a final  examina- 
tion of  the  President  that  if  Eisenhower's  progress  continues  at 
its  present  rate  he  would  be  “physically  able  to  serve  a second  term. 
■ On  the  question  of  whether  the  President  would  recover  suffic- 
iently to  assume  the  burden  of  the  White  House  again,  the  noted 
[[physician  replied,  “Oh,  yes,  it’s  up  to  him.”

1 Nixon  arrived  at  the  executive  mansion  at  12:25  p.m.  for  a 
lluncheon  session  with  Sherman  Adams,  Eisenhower's  No.  1 assis- 
[ tant,  and  Maj.  Gen.  Wilton  Persons,  deputy  assistant  to  the  Presi- 
dent. 

r The  session  obviously  was  aimed'  at  considering  ways  of  keep- 
j ing  the  government  going  while  Eisenhower  is  -out  of  action  as  a 
i result  of  his  heart  attack  Saturday.  But  no  one  would  say  ahead 
of  time  what  specific  problems  were  set  for  discussion.

Plans  are  being  made  to  deliver 
the  UNIVERSE  to  each  apart- 
ment in  Wymount  Village  and  to 
each  Heritage  Hall  and  Wymount 
Dorm. 

It  is  expected  that  the  expan- 
sion will  allow  the  UNIVERSE  to 
give  more  coverage  of  campus 
events  as  well  as  provide  stu- 
dents with  a daily  ration  of  na- 
tional and  international  news. 

The  UNIVERSE  had  been  a 
twice  weekly  publication  since 
1948.

Elder  Says 
Parent  Aid 
Is  Needed 


Elder  Stephen  L Richards, 
first  counselor  to  the  President 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  suggested 
to  faculty  members  and  their 
companions  that  all  persons  as- 
sociated with  Brigham  Young 
University  might  assist  in  at- 
tracting college  athletes. 

In  an  address  at  a Se(5f.  20 
meeting,  President  Richards  in- 
dicated that  faculty  members 
might  conscientiously  make  ob- 
servations and  make  invitations 
that  would  be  acceptable  to  the 
coaching  staff. 

He  said,  “If  each  year  we  could 
attract  a hundred  young  men 
with  athletic  proclivities  to  our 
University  who  might  otherwise 
go  to  other  schools,  and  here  be 
trained  and  subjected  to  the  spir- 
itual influences  that  will  make 
them  competent  missionaries  for 
the  Church,  and  set  them  in  the 
path  of  a lifetime  devotion  to 
our  Father’s  work,  I would  be 
willing  to  go  to  a considerable  ex- 
pense to  provide  such  attraction. 

“I  am  thinking  of  the  fathers 
and  mothers  of  many  such  boys 
whose  dominating  interest  is  to 
have  them  devoted  to  the  Church. 
I recognize  something  of  the  task 
they  have  in  meeting  the  per- 
suasion which  comes  to  the  boy 
from  other  sources. 

“I  SHOULD  LIKE  to  help  these 
parents  with  their  problems  so 
that  they  could  say  to  their  boys, 
‘you  may  go  to  the  BYU  and  yet 
have  in  addition  to  all  else  it 
holds  out  for  you  proper  oppor- 
tunities for  the  development  of 
your  athletic  skill  and  ambition.’ 

“If  this  interpretation  of  the 
situation  is  tenable,  may  not  all 
of  us  associated  with  the  Y do 
everything  which  we  legitimately 
can  do  to  help  in  the  program? 

“OFFERING  THE  KIND  of 
education  we  give,  without  dis- 
paragement of  other  institutions, 
may  we  not  invite  the  families 
of  the  Church  to  give  their  co- 
operation in  building  up  this  de- 
partment of  University  life? 

“I  do  not  know  much  about  the 
intricacies  of  proselyting,  but  I 
see  no  good  reason  why  members 
of  this  faculty  may  not  conscien- 
tiously make  observations  and  ex- 
tend invitations  that  would  be  ac- 
ceptable to  our  coaches.” 

PRESIDENT  ERNEST  L.  Wilk- 
inson said  that  Elder  Richards' 
remarks  were  consistent  with  the 
policy  at  this  university  for  some 
time.  He  added,  however,  that 
“a  little  more  emphasis  may  be 
placed  on  attracting  athletes  in- 
sofar as  is  consistent  with  con- 
ference rules.” 

“It  is  a natural  thing,”  he 
continued,  “that  more  athletes 
and  non-athletes  come  to  this 
university  as  it  grows.  We  shall 
continue  to  encourage  students 
from  both  categories.” 

The  university  president  stress- 
ed that  Skyline  Conference  rules 
will  be  strictly  observed. 

FOOTBALL  COACH  “Chick’’ 
Atkinson  said  that  President 
Richards’  comments  are  also  ap- 
plicable to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity alumni.  He  declared  that 
a vigorous,  active  alumni  organ- 
ization can  help  a university  foot- 
ball team  as  much  as  any  other 
influence. 

“THIS  UNIVERSITY  has  been 
losing  quite  a few  athletes  to 
other  schools,”  the  coach  said, 
“and  I approve  of  any  policy  that 
will  make  this  university  more 
attractive  to  good  LDS  athletes.” 

Coach  Atkinson  said  that  he 
believed  all  conferences  should 
have  a uniform  code  of  rules  with 
regard  to  athletes’  rights  and 
privileges.  He  added  that  while 
.he  does  not  believe  in  breaking 
conference  rules  in  any  way,  Sky- 
line Conference  rules  should  be 
changed  to  meet  competition  from 
other  conferences.

Beginning  with  this  issue,  the  Brigham 
Young  Universe  will  be  published  Tuesday, 
Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  of  each 
school  week  throughout  the  academic  year. 
It  is  contemplated  that  every  issue  except  the 
Friday  edition  will  consist  of  four  pages,  and 
the  Friday  publication  will  be  eight  pages. 


However,  if  the  volume  of  advertising  war- 
rants, size  of  the  editions  will  be  increased. 


Circulation  of  the  UNIVERSE  will  be  ap- 
. proximately  7,000.  This  means  that  this  news- 
paper will  have  the  fifth  largest  circulation  of 
daily  newspapers  in  the  state  of  Utah. 


Conversion  from  a semi-weekly  publication 
to  a daily  was  made  possible  by  the  acquis- 
ition of  a new  printing  press,  capable  of  pro- 
ducing 3,500  newspapers  per  hour. 


Home  delivery  of  this  newspaper  will  be 
made  to  approximately  2,250  students  living 
. in  campus  housing. 


Another  new  feature  of  daily  publication  will 
be  the  state,  national,  and  international  news 
bulletins  which  will  occupy  front  page  space  in 
every  edition..  This  will  be  made  possible  by 
means  of  a direct  teletype  service  from  Assoc- 
iated Press  bureau  offices. 


Reason  for  the  inclusion  of  the  bulletin  ser- 
vice is  to  keep  students  aware  of  the  world 
situation  as  well  as  local  happenings.  A poll 
was  taken  on  this  campus  last  spring  to  de- 
termine the  number  of  students  who  consis- 
tently read  world  news.  It  was  found  that  less 
than  one  out  of  five  students  reads  an  off- 
campus  newspaper. 


Another  new  feature  of  the  daily  UNIVERSE 
will  be  a series  of  editorial  cartoons  by  iHerb 
Block,  whose  work  appears  in  many  daily 
newspapers  throughout  the  nation. 

Herblock’s  achievements  include  two  Pulit- 
zer Prizes,  (1942  and  1954),  a Heywood 
Broun  Award  (1950),  National  Headliners 
Award  (1940),  and  American  Newspapers 
awards  in  1947  and  1948.  He  is  the  only  liv- 
ing cartoonist  whose  work  is  represented  in 
the  National  Gallery  of  Art. 


Block  has  drawn  cartoons  for  large  city 
dailies  for  the  past  23  years.  During  most  of 
that  time  his  cartoons  have  been  a syndicated 
feature. 


Still  another  addition  to  this  newspaper  will 
be  the  daily  appearance  of  Walt  Kelly’s  “Po- 
go.  ” This  feature  will  replace  “Little  Man  on 
Campus,”  by  Dick  Bibler.  Since  Bibler’s  car- 
toon will  no  longer  appear  in  this  newspaper, 
it  is  not  yet  known  whether  the  heretofore 
annual  “Bibler  Bounce”  will  be  held. 


(Perhaps  it  will  be  replaced  by  the  “Pogo 
Prom.”) 


Carl  Sandburg  once  said  that  many  com- 
ics were  too  sad,  but,  “I  GO  POGO.”  Francis 
Taylor,  director  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum, 
said  before  the  Herald  Tribune  Forum:  “Pogo 
has  not  yet  supplanted  Shakespeare  or  the 
King  James  version  of  the  Bible  in  our  schools.’ 


It  is  hoped  that  the  students  of  Brigham 
Young  University  will  enjoy  and  appreciate 
the  new  cartoons,  but  any  letters  of  criticism, 
reproach,  or  rebellion  will  be  welcomed  by 
the  editorial  staff.

(Insofar  as  space, 
and  the  mood  of  the.  editors,  permit,  of 
course.) 

All  letters  to  the  editor  must  be  signed.  It 
must  be  realized,  though,  that  signatures  like 


Jezebel  Snorkelfield  and  Joseph  Blow  will  be 
investigated  for  validity. 

It  is  felt  by  the  editorial  staff  that  the  most 
verbose  malcontent  should  be  able  to  voice  his 
gripe  in  250  words  or  less.

New  Rush  Procedure  Outline 


Following  is  the 'new  rushing 
procedure  recently  approved  by 
the  administration. 


1.  Mens’  units  and  womens’  un- 
its shall  .have  a minimum  mem- 
bership. of  40  and  a maximum  of 
60  members.  Any  time  the  unit 
reaches  this  minimum  figure 
(40),  or  below,  the  unit  must 
rush. 


A.  Although  units  may  rush 
any  time  they  go  below  the  max- 
imum, when  rushing,  they  must 
accept  members  up  to  the  maxi- 
mum if  that  number  signs. 


B.  For  units  in  excess  of  SO 
members  at  the  rushing  time, 
they  may,  until  they  diminish  to 
the  maximum  figure  of  60,  accept 
ten  (10)  new  members  each  Win- 
ter Quarter.  However,  after  the 
number  has  diminished  below  the 
maximum  figure,  step  no.  1 will 
be  effective. 


By  the  first  Friday  of  the  quar- 
ter, every  unit  must  submit  to 
the  Central  Committee  the  list 
of  active  (dues-paying)  members, 
with  notification  as  to  whether  or 
not  it  is  going  to  rush.  • 


3.  Each  person  deciding  to  join 
a unit  must  sign  .up  in  the  Co- 
ordinator’s office  prior  to  open 
houses. 


4.  On  the  second  Thursday  of 
each,  quarter,  all  units  rushing 
must  hold  their  open  house 
where  all  interested  persons  may 
come  and  meet  with  the  mem- 


bers of  any  given  unit. 

5.  Following  the  open  hoi 
i ten-day  period  designated 
'rush  week”  will  be  allowed 
all  units  to  hold  their  rush 
ties.  A maximum  of  three 
rush  parties  shall  be  allowei  i 
minimum  of  one  required.  PI 
of  parties  must  be  posted  ; 
presently  required.

ing and  attend  school  in  the  day. 

With  these  workers,  the  uni- 
versity maintains  a constant  pay- 
roll of  about  1000  people.  | 

In  comparison  with  a national 
j average  of  45  per  cent  working! 


college  students,  three  out  of  four 
BYU  students  have  at  one  time 
or  another  worked  for  at  least 
part  of  their  schooling. 

One  reason  for  this  high  per- 
centage is  the  fact  that  a large 
majority  of  BYU’s  studentbody 
come  fro.m  outside  of  Provo,  and 
need  jobs  to  pay  for  board  and 
room,  while  itt  metropolitan  areas 
most  of  the  students  go  .to  col- 
lege in  their  home  town. 

“Although  we  cannot  make  any 
great  claims  based  on  actual  sur- 
veys,” Keith  Duffin,  placement 
bureau  director  said,  “I  have 
made  several  contacts  at  various 
conventions  throughout  the  na- 
tion, and  I can  safely  say  that 
this  school  has  one  of  the  great- 
est student  employment  program 
of  any  school  of  its  size.” 
..“There  are  numerous  advan- 
tages to  employing  part-time  stu- 
dent help,”  Duffin  further  ex- 


plained. “When  a student  leaves 
home  and  starts  school  that  per- 
son is'  usually  able,  and  willing,, 
to  take  any  number  of  unskilled, 
or  in  some  cases,  skilled  jobs,  and. 
can  be  used  during  peak  periods, 
such  as  Christmas,  end-of-the- 
month  inventory  sales  or  during 
special  events.  This  type  of  work 
will  not  be  picked  up  by  some- 
one who  needs  full-time  employ- 
ment.” 

To  help  students  find  employ- 
ment, Duffin  and  his  staff  have 
created  jobs. 

One  such  job  was  a project 
started  three  years  ago  to  clean 
wall  paper.  The'  first  year  the 
crew  held  their  own  with  job  re- 
quests, but  last  year  they  cpuld- 
not  keep  up  with  demands.  This 
spring  another  work  crew  will  be 
formed  to  help  the  first.

When  thinking  of  tests,  the 
average  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity student  usually  recalls  finals 
and  mid-terms,  but  the  Testing 
Division  of  the  school’s  counsel- 
ing service  has  released  another 
schedule  of  tests  that  could  per- 
tain to  any  student. 

Beginning  last  Thursday  morn- 
ing with  Freshmen  personality 
tests,  the  schedule  runs  through 
a Graduate  Record  Examination 
set  for  July  7,  1956. 

Included  in  the  year’s  examina- 
tions are  a Graduate  Record  Ex- 
amination; Medical  College  Ad- 
missions Test;  Selective  Service 
College  Qualification  Test;  En- 
trance Test  to  the  College  of  Edu- 
cation; General  Educational  De- 
velopment tests;  Pre-Engineering 
Ability  test;  Seashore  Measures 
of  Musical  Talent;  the  Dental  Ap- 
titude test;  and  the  Law  School 
Admission  test. 

The  battery  of  tests  that  the 
freshmen  have  to  take  in  their 
stride  during  Orientation  Week 
are  designed  to  show  the  student 
and  school  where  the  individual 
stands  in  regard  to  scholastic  ap- 
titude, vocational  interest,  gener- 
al achievement,  and  personality.

Maidens  Rushing  Schedule,

“Until  the  modem  young  wo- 
man can  change  the  stigma  of

In  the  de- 
pression years  of  the  1930’s 
average  young  woman  was  will- 
ing or  at  least  reconciled  to  wait- 
ing before  mating.  Now 
knows  that  her  parents  can  and 
probably  will  help.  And  she  knows 
that  she  can  get  a job  that  will 
enable  her  husband  to  manage. 
It  may  well  be  an  uninteresting 
job  with  no  chance  for  advance 
ment,  but  she"  can  thereby  help 
her  husband  with  his  education 
— or  make  it  possible  for  him  to 
take,  if  necessary,  a thirty-s' 
dollar-a-week  job  with  a whale  of 
a future.  Perhaps  she  has  always 
wanted  to  work  her  way  up  in 
a New  York  publishing  house — or 
with  the  Department  of  State 
Washington.  She  drops  her  plans 
like  a hot  cake  to  follow  her  hus- 
band! to  the  spot  on  the  globe 
where  he  can  do  what  he  wants 
to  do — and  she  can’t.  It  doesn’t 
occur  to  her  until  later  that  she 
has  walked  wide-eyed  into 
trap.” 

She  does  not  stop  to  think  that, 
while  the  early  sacrifices  of  the 
ardent  young  bride  can  be  made 
with  happy  generosity,  they  may 
lead  to  later  resentment  when 
she  discovers  that  she  is  an  un- 
nteresting  person,  unqualifiec 
for  the  respect  of  self  or  respect 
of  others  in  a world  that  has 
moved  ahead  without  her,  where 
her  own  growth  has  been  slowed 
and  stunted.  The  husband  may 
she  who  helped  him  win  success 
and  grow  beyond  her  very  reach, 
that  it  was  she  who  took  upon 
herself  the  limiting  routines  and 
denied  her  own  personal  goals. 

But,  according  to  the  article, 
an  early  marriage  can  trap  the 
husband  as  well  as  the  wife.  He 
is  not  allowed  the  time  and  leis- 
ure for  intellectual  growth.  His 
perceptions  and  judgments  are 
sharpened  only  in  his  own  pro- 
fessional directions.  Weighed 
> /n  by  his  own  desperate  pres- 
sures in  earning  power,  he  has 
too  many  responsibilities  too  ear- 


ly— financing  his  wife,  the  two, 
three,  or  four  babies,  the  mort- 
gage. He  does  not  have  the  leis- 
ure to  write,  experiment,  explore, 
or  create.  He  too  is  cramped  and 
harassed.

A Naval  Aviation  Cadet  pro- 
curement team  from  the  Denver 
Naval  Air  Station  will  be  at 
Brigham  Young  University  Sept. 
28,  to  interview  potential  appli- 
cants forthe  -Naval  Aviation  Ca- 
det program,  it  was  announced 
today. . 

The  Navy's  aviation  cadet  pro- 
gram offers  officers’  commis- 
sions to  young  men  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  25  who  have  com- 
pleted at  least  two  years  of  col- 
lege. 

The  NavCad  Procurement  team 
will  interview  interested  appli- 
cants on  the  campus  to  determine 
their  eligibility  for  appointment 
as  Naval  Aviation  Cadets.  Suc- 
cessful applicants  will  be  given 
the  final  examination  at  the  Den- 
ver Naval  Air  Station. 

Applicants  who  qualify  for  the 
program  will  receive  18  months 
of  aviation  training  at  Pensca- 
cola,  Fla.,  after  which  they  will 
receive  a commission  of  Ensign 
in  the  Naval  Reserve  or  Second 
Lieutenant  in  the  Marine  Corps
